going on all the year round. 

Some bunches weigh as much as 150 
pounds, the average being from 80 te 00 
pounds. , 

The average number of bananas 
each bunch is about 200. 

The fruit is very delicate,and feqnires 
much care in cutting, transit and ship- 
ing. .Too much heat in the hold of the 
ships will ripen it too quickly, se that of- 
ten a whole shipload may arrive in New 
York worthless and rotten. On the other 
band, an excess of cold will ebhill the fruit, 
so as to make it unfit for the market. 

The proper temperature should be from 
50 to 60 degrees in the bold. The best 
fruit steamers trading in the West 
Indies are especially ventilated for. the 
purpose. 

Women, who are the principal workers 
in the field, carry the bunches on their 
heads, from the tree to an open spot, 
where they are packed in carts, to be 
taken down to the store at the seacoast. 
In their working dress, as in most parts 
ot the West Indies,the women tie a string | 
round themselves, and then, drawing the 
dress up through it, succeed in arranging 
the dress short enough, so that they may 
not be prevented from walking freely.

’ Immediately on the arrival of the ves- 
sel in the port or bay the process of load- 
ing small Hoats is begun. This is done, 
of course, again by women; the only men 
to be seen about are the overseers and 
contractors. The boats, when full, are 
rowed alongside the steamers, and the 
fruit is carefully packed away in the 
hold. 

The steamer I was on actually took on 
board 15,000 bunches, which seemed to 
change but very little on the voyage. It 
is a favorite fruit in America, and is con- 
tinually advancing in public taste. 

There is a marketin Kingston, Jamaica, 
every day, but Tuesdays and Saturday

The Gordon Town road, from a very 
early honr, presents a curious sight, with 
the native villagers coming inte town to 
sell their produce. They bring inrum- 
erable baskets, full of yams, bananas, 
peppers, beans, and home-made cakes, 
piled up one on top of the other, each bas- 
ket on a woman’s head. 

They come a great distance, many of 
them twenty or twenty-five miles, and 
return the same day or night, most of 
them preferring to do the walk home at 
night, when it is cool. One cannot go 
far in the West Indies without seeing a 
rum shop; bread is also to be bought at 
thesame shop: I bave no doubt that the 
poor donkeys, which, I think, are badly

signed by II. M. de Thyselaert and 
Maurice L. Guiraud of this city 
with the Mexican Mortgage Bank:

At 
the United States Sub-Treasury 
the Assistant Treasurer and his 
subordinates refused to speak of 
the plan. 
- Ex-Treasurer Jordan expresses 
doubt whether New York can be 
made the silver market of the 
world, because England competes 
with us by issuing Indian silver 
certificates, 

It is learned that Hollins & Co. 
have ndt yet received the conces- 
sions, but their representative is 
on his way here with them, A 
member of the firm said: “We 
will get acharter from the Mexi- 
ican Government for a Dank, and 
in connection with that are certain 
concessions, It will be the biggest 
in Mexico. One-third will be 
owned in Mexico, one-third in this 
city and one-third in Europe. We 
shall issue silver certificates nego- 
tiable all over the world based on 
silver deposits in New York. I 
also think we will have the right to 
issue notes which will be made 
legal tender against securities de- 
posited with us,and that will in- 
erease the circulating medium of 
the country. I also think we shall 
have the right to undertake public 
improvements aud make contracts 
therefor under the concessions ob- 
tained. The bank will probably 
have a representative in Mexico of 
Baring Brothers of London. 
President of Mexico and Secretary 


ofthe Treasury are interested in 


the bank. The Bank of Mexico 
which we have purchased, has 
been successful and has paid divi- 
dends of nine per cent for many 
years.” ;
